AUGUST 21 (AS CURRENT CHAIRMAN OP EC POLITICAL COMMITTEE

TOOK CAREPUL NOTE OP OUR THREE DESIDERATA AND SAID THAT

AND WOULD APPRECIATE ADVICE ON THIS PARTICIPATION QUESTION 
WHICH WE CAN PASS ON.
